Quite a number of people have 
asked me, in what way Kentucky gets 
:venue to pay her teachers. 
Section 8 of the Common School 
Law, says the school fund shall con- 
sist of the fund dedicated by the Con- 
stitution of the laws of this Common- 
wealth for the purpose of sustaining 
a system of common schools therein: 
(1.) The interest on the bonds of the 
Commonwealth for $1,327,000 in aid of 
. schools, at the rate of 6 per 
cent per annum, payable semi-annu- 
ally on the first day of January and 
July of each year. (2.) The dividends 
seven hundred and ninety-eight share 
of the capital stock of the Bank of 
Kentucky, representing a par value 
of seventy-three thousand five hun- 
dred dollars now ($79,800) owned by 
the state. (3.) The surplus, $381. uncos 
now due the several counties, and re- 
maining a perpetual obligation 
against the Commonwealth for the 
benefit of said respective counties for 
which the Commonwealth shall 
execute its bond bearing interest at 
the rate of 6 per cent, per annum, 
payable annually on the first day oi 
July to the counties respectively en- 
titled to the same, and in the pro- 
position to which they are entitled, to 
be used exclusively in aid of the 
common schools. (4.) The interest of 
6 per cent, per annum, payable semi- 
annually, on $606,641.03, received 
from the United States under 
approved March 2, 1891. (5.) The 
annual tax of twenty-six and one-half 
cents on each $100 of value of all real 
and personal estate and corporate 
franchise directed to be assessed for 
taxation. (6.) Such portions of finer, 
forfeiture and licenses which may be 
realized by the state or the amount 
of taxes for common school purposes 
' the whole state tax other 
than for the benefit of the A. and M. 
college of Lexington, Ky.

people were urged to "spend money 
home," rather than by neglect, to 
confront the necessity of higher 
schools outside the borders of our 
own state. But to accomplish the 
desired end, it will be absolutely 
necessary to supplement what our 
blic schools afford, by encouraging 
high grade of private academier, 
placed within reach of the rural sec- 
tion of the state. As yet the public 
school system of Kentucky does not 
meet the demand to bridge the 
chasm between the graded and higher 
institutions of learning. As it is, 
pupils, desiring to enter the academic 
collegiate courses must be pre- 
pared, either at home, or submit the 
tedious regime of ordinary inferior 
preparatory work, furnished at edu- 
cational centers. One who thinks 
for a moment, will be forced to the 
conviction, that the home prepara- 
tion has many advantages over that 
of the college.

Senator Brown, of Gallatin, intro- 
duced the most unusual bill of this 
of the Legislature last week. 
It provides that no one shall grow a 
>p of tobacco in 1908 without first 
securing a license to do so from the 
County Clerk, and the license fee to 
be $.50 per acre for each were grown. 
If this bill passes, which however, is 
not very likely, it will absolutely in- 
sure that no tobacco will be grown in 
Kentucky this year. 

Among the most important bills 
that have been introduced are the 
following:

Brown — Act to require growers of 
tobacco to pay a license of $50 per 
acre to grow tobacco in 1908. 

Newman— To amend the act pre- 
venting the mixing or adulteration of 
grass seeds by allowing mixe 
be sold, if so marked.

4315, Kentucky Statutes, by requiring

McNutt— To establish the office or 
assistant physician to jail in Louis- 
ille. 

Donaldson — Act to prevent anyone 
licensed to sell liquor from conduct- 
ig any other business in the same 
10m with his liquor business. (Aimed 
: drug stores and groceries.) 
Nell— Act to amend the local option 
w by providing that distillers can 
sell at the place of manufacture only 
to wholesalers or licensed retail 
dealers. 

Linn— Act qualifying women to 
vote in school elections. 

Burnaot — Act appropriating $40 
for state colored normal school. 

Burnam— Act to amend the dog 
law by fixing the tax at fifty c< 
per dog and allowing the Sheriff to 
pay the tax direct to the treasurer 
without reporting to the Auditor. 
■ Bosworth— Act appropriating $50,- 
000 foi 

south Frankfort and to sell the pres- 
ent mansion and grounds. 

IN THE HOUSE. 
Dowling— An act creating a State 
School Book Commission for use in 
the public schools a uniform series of 
text books, to define the duties of 
said commission for the maximum 
price of said book*, and providing 
penalties for violation of the same. 

Amusement was caused by the in- 
troduction of Representative Thomp- 
long expected bill regulating 
the speed of automobiles on" public 
highways. Also another bill repeal- 
ing the dog law. 

Mr. Thompson's measure fixes the 
maximum speed of automobiles and 
other motor vehicles at ten miles an 
hour.

Berkshire— Amending the 
law. Fish, Forestry and Game 
Haswell— Making it unlawful 
barter, loan, give, make, manufacture 
or have in his possession, or under 
his control, a cigarette, whether 
made by hand or manufactured, 
whether of tobacco of other substance, 
covered with paper or other material. 
A fine not less than $10 or more than 
$100 or imprisonment from five to 
fifty days is provided for violation. 

Gwathmey -An act to aid in the 
prevention of and settlement oi 
strikes and lockouts in mines and in- 
dustries connected with public utili- 
ties. This act is modeled after the 
Canadian law on this subject. Under 
it the Governor shall appoint a regis- 
trar and board of conciliation and 
investigation, when an employer 
employe makes application for sat 
The act is in such detail that the 
board has every power to act, 
under it there would be little excuse 
for a contest in the nature of a strike 
getting into the courts.

road companies for transportation of 
passengers,, and to prevent any in- 
crease in the rates now in effect or 
the withdrawal from sale of certain 
tickets in retaliation. 

Hannah— Prohibiting first or sec- 
ond cousins from marrying. 

Cornett — An act to prevent and 
punish the desecration of the flag, 
standard, color or insignia of the 
United States of America. 

Nichols, of Ballard and Carlisle, 
offered a petition from citizens of 
Ballard opposing the repeal of the 
dog law. 

Enlow— Prohibiting the issuing of 
passes (free mileage) on any railroad 
steamboat line. 

Barris— An act to increase the 
efficiency of the office of Mine In- 
spector and protect the lives and 
health of the employes.* 

Sullivan— Providing that the near- 
est Circuit Judge shall sit in the ab- 
sence of a Circuit Judge, and that 
the Governor shall not appoint any 
special Judge. 

Sullivan— Providing for the con- 
tinuation of the Geological Topo- 
phical and Agricultural Survey of 
the State Geological Society. 

An important bill that will be in- 
troduced this session, will be the one 
providing a new method of holding 
state primary elections. It will pro- 
vide that both political parties must 
nominate all candidates for state of- 
fices on the same day and that day 
shall be general registration day, 
that the registration shall be ex- 
tended so that every voter in city and 
county must register, and the regis- 
tration officers must also serve as 
primary election officers, thus saving 
the expense of three sets "of officers. 
The bill further provides that " the 
state shall pay the expenses of hold- 
ing the primaries, thus giving a poor 
man a chance to make a race with- 
out having to borrow enough money 
to put up his entrance fee. The state 
now pays the expenses of registra- 
tion in the cities, and it is contended
